SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: SEPTEMBER, 1964 


Rainfall: Most of the State received better than normal falls during September. More than twice the normal rainfall was recorded 
in the area bounded by Burnie, Wynyard and Irishtown, near Lake Echo on the Central Plateau and near Maydena in the Derwent 
Valley. 


The greatest rainfalls were recorded at Lake Margaret (1735 points) and Gormanston (1414 points) on the West Coast. 


Temperature: All areas recorded above normal mean minima temperature except for a small area near Burnie which recorded 
slightly below average. Mean maxima temperatures varied throughout the State with the Coastal regions mainly above normal. 
The warmest period during the month was from 26th to 30th September with 28th September readings for many areas from five to 
ten degress above normal, particularly in the East and South-East. The coldest day of the month was 7th September with widespread 
readings up to ten degress below normal. The highest temperature was recorded at Bicheno (70 degrees) on 20th September and the 
lowest at Mt. Wellington (19 degrees) on 24th September. 


Rural Conditions: All stock were reported to be in excellent condition and most areas reported good seasonal prospects for 
pastures and cereal crops. Pasture grub infestation appeared to be fairly wide-spread and spraying was being carried out on many 
properties. Pasture damage was most serious in the Burnie-Ulverstone district.
